WHEREAS, We, Patrick Lewis Blott. a citizen of Britain, residing at 16 Hodsow 
Fields, Barmby IVIoor, York, Y042 4ER, United Kingdom, Edward Yerbury Hartwell, a 
citizen of Britain, residing at 3 Haven Garth Brough, Hull, HU15 1EP, United Kingdom; 
Julian Lee-Webb, a citizen of Britain, residing at 37 Moor Lane, Copmanthorpe, York, 
Y023 3TJ, United Kingdom, and Derek Nicoiini. a citizen of Britain, residing at 38 
Castle Rise, South Cave, Brough, HU15 2ET, United Kingdom; ("ASSIGNORS") have 
conceived of an invention ("invention") disclosed in Letters Patent in the United States, 
Application Number 10/599,728. filed October 6, 2006 entitled APPARATUS FOR 
ASPIRATING, IRRIGATING AND/OR CLEANSING WOUNDS (the "Applications");

all documents, make all rightful oaths and declarations, and generally do everything 
possible to aid ASSIGNEE in obtaining and enforcing patents for the Invention in all 
countries. ASSIGNEE agrees to reimburse ASSIGNOR'S reasonable expenses in 
carrying out his/her obligations under this Assignment Agreement, but only upon 
ASSIGNEE'S prior written approval of such expenses which in no event shall include 
ASSIGNOR'S time or legal expense. ASSIGNOR does also hereby authorize and 
request the Commissioner for Patents of the United States, and any Official of any 
country or countries foreign to the United States, whose duty it is to issue patents on 
applications, to issue all Letters Patent for the Invention to the ASSIGNEE, its 
successors and assigns, in accordance with ttie terms of this Assignment Agreement. 

AND ASSIGNOR FURTHER AGREES AS FOLLOWS: 

A. This Assignment Agreement is binding on ASSIGNOR, its officers, 
agents, employees, heirs, successors, assigns, affiliates, and those entities acting 
under its direction and control, and shall inure to the benefit of ASSIGNEE, its 
successors and assigns.
